He 
carried top weight of 124 prmnds in today’s race, 
made all of his own pace, and made a new track 
record for the mile aiul an eighth by running the 
distance in The pace was fast from the j 

start and jocke.v Joe B.vrue permitted him to go 
ahaig at a merr.v clip all the way. In the drive 
through the homestretch. McTaggart made a des- 
lierate effort with Worth and for a time It looked 
us if he would get to the leader. Byrne becamc 
anxlous and stnick his mount with his whip a couple 
of times, whereat The Manager made an extra 
simrt and rr-tained bis advantage to the tini.sh. 
SuiK*rstition was thinl. h<*aten a neck for second . 
place. Krach was given instructions to rate his 
mount liehind the leaders, and lie obt:yed tliem. The 
wa.v that KuiH-rstitiou responded when called on 
made it appear as if he would have had a better 
chance had lie been permitted to go to the front, as 
he always has in his good races. Froglegs ran a 
smashing gooil rac<‘. lie was carried wide on ail 
the turns and covered muth more ground than any 
otlmr horsi- in the race, llie fractional time was

’The program was one of the best offeretl at any 
eastern track in reis*nt years. Besides the Washing 
ton nnmiicnp there were iirovided as attractions a 
steeplechase over the two-mile eotirsi*. a handicap 
for two-year-olds at six furlongs, an allowance race 
for thn-e-.vear-oids at a mile, and a sprint race, lu 
which stinie of tlie fastest horses on the groumis 
went to the post. 

In the two-year-old handicap the Schorr colt. Lea- 
chan's. made a show of ids company. He broke 
slowly and was outpaced to the far turn, where 
Teahaii broiiglit him up <tn the outside. He went 
around bis ••ompany with a great burst of speed and 
ill the homestretch drew away into a three-lengths’ 
lead and won with great ease. Ij«*ochares carrie*! 
121 {Miiinds and ran the six furlongs in time that was 
within one-flftli of a sectmd of the track record. 

’The first disqualitioation of the meeting came with 
the mnning of the steeplechase. In which Jesuit 
Iwat (tun Cotton. Jesuit showed fine speed from 
the start nml. fencing boldly, led all the wa.v. In 
tlie homestretch, where Gjiij Cotton camo strong next 
to Die Inner rail, 'Jesnit” swerved jouer and cat the 
mare off sharply at the sixteenth ixist. TUe Inter- 
feience was m> iialpahle that the stewanls promptly 
disiinalified Jesiiit and the oliaiige in the placing 
gave Gun Cotton first place, I.iszie Flat second and 
Banner third. Banner and Absconder pulled up 
lame. 

The seventh race furuiahed the cdosest finish of the 
afternoon, .\rasee, .laciuelina and Calonel Ashmeade 
passed the judges noses apart and the winner was 
ill doubt until the otticial placing was displayed, 
t'olomd Ashim-ado made all of the pa<?e and iirob- 
alily would have tviMi but for jumping over the 
path opisisite tbe paddock gate. 

Royal Meteor changed hands after his yictory in 
the first race. He was entwsl for $400 and trtien 
1*. M. Taylor lild $000 he secured the horse. Royal 
Meteor palled up so lame that T. Davies bad to 
disraoiiut and lead him back to the jndgi'S' stand. 
Trainer Fitzsimmons thought Royal Meteor well 
sold at the price.
